WOODEN MEAT SKEWERS 


Had* In Great Variety and tr««d In Knor- 


xnotu Numbers. 


Wooden meat skewers are made almost 


exclusively of hickory, and, like many oth- 


' er manufactures of wood, they are made 


in fswtories located in proximity to tho 
forests whence tho wood of which they are 
made is taken. Wooden skewers are made 
mostly in the west. They are produced in 


I great numbers in Tennessee and Ohio 
j 
Hickory skewers are made in various 


lengths—4K, 6K, 6 and 7 Jnches and up 
to giant skewers 16 inches long, and all 
but the 4% inch skewer, which is made of 
a gauge or diameter of five-thirty-seconds 
of an inch, are made in two or more 
gauges. Thus the 6 inch skewer is made 
In gauges of seven-thirty-seconde, ftffceen- 
!.sixty-fonrths and four-sixteenths of an 
i inch. So that, simple a thing as a meat 


skewer may seem to be, it is in reality an 
article that is mado in large variety. 


The skewers are made wholly by machin- 


ery and are sold very cheap. They are put 
up in bundles that vary in the number of 
skewers contained, according to the size of 
the skewers, and they are packed in cases 
that vary likewise.

Led to HI* Death. 


Of all the pets I ever had, which were 


many, I never found one so knowing or 
so full of mischief as a pet crow which was 
given me when I was a girl of 12. "When 
he came to me, he had been slightly 
wounded in one wing, which at first dis- 
abled him, but from which he soon fully 
recovered. 


At first he occupied a cage made by 


nailing some slats across the open end of 
a small box, and this bos always remain- 
ed his headquarters. A handful of corn 
and a dish of water were his daily ration. 
When he became sufficiently tame to be 
trusted to go and come 33 ho pleased, ho 
undoubtedly foraged for such tidbits as 
crows are said to be fond ot Jim Crow, 
so named, never seemed to care"for the so- 
ciety of other crows; otherwise it may 
have been that his black brethren did not 
care to associate with one cowardly enough 
to submit to captivity. At all events, 
they were never seen "together. 
Jim's 


boon companion was a large house dog. 
When the dog was told to go after the 
cows, which were pastured at least a 
quarter of a mile away, Jim Crow always 
went with him, flying slowly a couple of 
feet above the dog's back and frequently 
riding homeward on the back of a cow. 
Some young men were at work at car- 
pentry that summer on my father's barn 
who never tired of teaching Jim tricks, 
and they often declared, if Jim's tongue 
was only split, he could be taught to speak 
ike a parrot. 
Jim's powers of imitation were very 


unusing. If one bowed to him, he usual- 
y returned the compliment in a polite 
manner. As other times ho would scratch 
n the earth and call like a hen who was 
cratching for a brood of chickens, iniitat- 
ng every motion as well as the hen's 
voice. I have seen him pick up pebbles 
and drop thorn in the bungholo of an 
jnipty barrel jusb for the report the peb- 
bles made, and when he tired of this mis- 
••hief he would put both legs into tho 
mnghole and whirl round and round, as 
f his legs were an auger boring a hole, in 
mitation of the carpenters, who fre- 
quently had Jim as a spectator while 
working in. this line of business. 
But 


Tim's proclivities for mischief brought 
him into disrepute with our own family 
as well as our neighbors. A washing 
spread out on the bleaching yard was sure 
o be visited by Jim, who would fly off to 
a mud puddle or the cow yard, and when 
lis feet were fully saturated with filth he 
would walk over the clothes until his f oot- 
>rinta resembled Egyptian hieroglyphics. 
This trick cost him his life, for he was 
undoubtedly shot by a neighbor.—Coun- 
try Gentleman. 


For a Gold In the &ead 


Of all the wonderful sights reported by 


the Jesuit missionaries Hue and Gobet 
darinsc their exploration of Tibet by far 
the strangest is what they have to say of 
the tree of ten thousand images. They 
had heard about this wonderful tree long 
before they reached the locality of its 
growth, and as they approached the spot 
their curiosity regarding it increased a 
thousandfold. 


Here it. their narrative of the result of 


their examination of the tree: 


'•It will here be natuisally expected that 


we say something about this tree itself. 
Does it exist.' Have we^seen it? Has it 
n«y peculiar attributes?" What about its 
laarvelous leaves? 


'•Yes, this tree does exist. At the foot 


cf the mountains on which the lamasery 
stands and net far froia tho principal 
Buddhibt temple is & great square in- 
closure, formed by brick walls 
Up»n 


entering this TO -were able to examine at 
leisure the marvelous tree, some of tho 
branches of which had already manifested 
themselves above thu wall. 


'•Our eyes were first directed with ear- 


nest curiosity trt tho leaves, and we were 
filled with an absolute consternation of 
astonishment at finding that, in point of 
fact, there were upon, each of tho leaves 
well formed Tibetan characters, nil of a 
green color, some darker, some lighter, 
than the leaf itself. 
Our first impression 


was a suspicion of fraud on tho port of 
tho lamas, but after a minute examina- 
tion of every detail we- could not discover 
tho least deception. The characters all 
appeared to us portion*) of the leaf itself, 
equally with its veins and nerves; the 
position was not tho same in all; in one 
leaf they would be at tho top of the leaf; 
in anotBer, in the middle; in a third, at 
the base or at tho side; tho younger leaves 
represented the characters only in a par- 
tial stato of formation. 


"Tho bark of tho tree'and its branches, 


which resemble that; of the plane tree, are 
also covered with those characters. 
When 


you remove a piece of the old bark, tho 
young bark under it exhibits the indis- 
tinct outlines of characters in a germinat- 
ing state, and, what is vary singular, 
these new characters are not infrequently 
different from those- which they replace. 
We examined everything with the closest 
attention in order to detect some traces of 
trickery, but we could discern nothing of 
the sort." 


The missionaries Bus and Gobet might 


have remained in Tibet as long as they 
wished had it not been lor the interfer- 
ence of the Chinese emhrssador there. For 
some reason this individual took a dislike 
to them and ultimately caused them to 
depart. 
The Lamas were willing that 


they should remain, bnt it appeared to 
the missionaries that their presence might 
cause disturbance, so they quickly with- 
drew, taking with them some of the first 
facts ever gathered in that mysterious 
land.—San Francisco Call.

Have UUsppeared. 


Curious dlsai4.earaace» and accidents 


to our warships characterized the early 
hi»tory of our na\y, and in »piw of all tha 
efforts cf the navy department to explain 
tco cause of the disasters many ot them 
are as absolute mysteries today as when 
fchey happened. 


\Vfcen the government built ten new 


gunboats to proeecmo the war against 
Tripoli in Ib05, they were sent out as 
soon as they were finished and befor* they 
were named. Each ono was given & num- 
ber and dispatched to the seat of tho war. 
Ko. 7 sailed from Xew York July 20, 
IMIJ, under tha command of Lieutenant 
Ogelvie, and after she cleared Sandy Hook 
light she was never heard from again. 
She vrent down with all on board before 
she had e\en been named. 


A most extraordinary accident was that 


which happened to the corvet Monocga- 
hela at Santa Cruz in 1867. 


While at anchor in the harbor & tremejo- 


dous tidal wave lifted her upon its crest 
and carried her clean o\er the town of 
Frederichstadt and back again without 
injuring tho town or the boat to any great 
extent. The receding wave landed her on 
tl.u beach instead of in the deep water of 
the harbor, and it cost our government 
$100,000 to float her again. 
Fully as 


strange was the fate of the sloop-of-war 
Watoree. She was anchored in the harbor 
of Arica, Peru, in 186S, when a huge ti- 
dal wave swept inland and flooded the 
whole city. The wave carried tho sloop 
several miles inland and finally landed 
her in the midst of a tropical forest. 
It 


was impossible to release her from such a 
peculiar position, and the government sold 
her for a nominal sum. The purchasers 
turned the vessel into a hotel, and the re- 
mains of that once formidable war vessel . 
loom up in the tropical forest today as a 
monument to the power of tidal waves. 


Among other cases of disaster which are 


attributed to the violence of tho waves or 
weather thorn is none more interesting 
than that of the strange fate of the Sara- 
toga. When sho sailed from Philadelphia 
in October, 17SO, under the command of 
Captain James Young, there was no finer 
or handsomer war vessel afloat. 
That 


she was as formidable as she was attract- 
ive was soon demonstrated in a practical 
way. 
After cruising around » short time 


she captured three British vessels in suc- 
cession, and then, with her prizes, she 
started to return to Philadelphia, but off 
tho Delaware capes sho encountered a 
British ship of the line. As the Saratoga 
carried only 18 guns and the Intrepid was 
a 74 gun ship, Captain Young considered 
it safer to run away. The enemy did not 
chase her far, but returned to protect and 
recapture the British prizes. The Sara- 
toga sailed away in the very teeth of a 
storm, and sho was never heard from 
again. Did sho .founder at sea in the 
gale, or was she blown up by her own 
magazines?—Leslie's Weekly.

An Astrate Astronomer. 


Cassini, an Italian by birth, was the 


jest known of the astronomers of tho 
Paris observatory when founded by Louis 
XIV, and, in consequence, posterity has 
very generally supposed he was the direct- 
or. That ho failed to be such was not 
from any want of astuteness, says Professor 
Simon Newconib in The Atlantic. It is 
related that the monarch once visited the 
observatory to see -A newly discovered* 
comet through the telescope. Ho inquired 
in what direction the comet was going to 
move. This was a question it was impos- 
sible to answer at the moment, because 
both observations and computations w ould 
be necessary before tho orbit could be 
worked out. But Cassini reflected that 
the king would not look at the comet 
again and would very soon forget what 
he had told him. Ho therefore described 
its future path in the heavens, quite at 
random, and with entire confidence that 
any deviation ot tho actual motion from 
his prediction would never bo noted by his 
royal patron. 


CrnTjK ot Cuba. 


The land crabs of Cuba are Larger than 


a sea crab and live entirely on tiho land. 
They run with great speed, even outstrip- 
ping a horse. At certain seasons of tho 
year they migrate in large bodies .from ono 
side of tho island to tho other, in columns 
sometimes hulf. a mile wide and sodonso 
as almost to stop a carriage on, the road 
they may be crossing. These columns 
overcome every obstacle in thoirdirect line 
of march, even high mountains. It is sup- 
posed that these migrations are prompted 
by the instinct of propagation, as tho 
crabs seek the seashore, deposit their eggs 
and cast off the old shell. ThcVe crabs ate 
so common about the city of Matanzas 
that the inhabitants often receive the 
sobriquet of* cangrejo. They arc frequent- 
ly found in the houses and in some cases 
even under, the beds. 
, 


There is a species of conch which, makes 


similar marches through the country in 
mmenso bodies. These are called pirates, 
"rorn a very curious habit fhey display. 
This creature, which resembles a snail, 
IBS the-abiltty of <letachf.ng itself from the 
shell, which for some reason it tempora- 
rily leaves at times, and while its house is 
thus vacant another, passing, will back, 
ts body, tail foremost, into the empty 
shell and keep possession.—Diary of Jon- 
athan S. Jenkins in Century. 


A Poet'* Trial*. 


Tho poet Rogers was rather unfortunate 


in his servants, one of whom, who had 
boon a long time in his service, suddenly 
died. A kind hearted man called to con- 
dole with Rogers on his loss. 


"Well," said Rogers after listening for 


some time, "I don't know that I feel hie. 
loss so very much after all. For tho first 
seven years ho was tho most obliging serv- 
ant, for tho next seven years ho was an 
agreeable companion, for tho last seven 
years ho was a tyrannical master."

Six VarletiCH of Asliestns. 


There is probably no product of inor- 


ganic nature about which there is so much 
popular mystery and misconception • as 
asbestus. It is vaguely understood that 
tho principal claim of this remarkable 
product is that it cannot bo consumed by 
fire. There are, however, no less than six 
varieties of asbestus, each of which pos- 
sesses qualities peculiar to itself. They 
may be classified as follows: Anianthus, 
in which the fibers are so exceedingly 
long, flexible and elastic that they may bo 
woven into cloth; common asbestus, with 
the fibers much loss flexible—it is heavier 
than the first variety, a dull green in col- 
or, sometimes pearly in luster and oily to 
the touch; mountain cork, light enough 
to float on water; mountain leather, also 
very light, but thinner and more flexible 
than the last; mountain paper or blue as- 
bestus; mountain wood, which in external 
appearance resembles dry wood. As a 
matter of fact, nearly all varieties have 
more or less the appearance of fossilized 
wood. Asbestus has beon found in nearly 
all parts of the globe.—New York Ledger.

tions.

Fifth.— To permit the maintenance of 


nt least two coaling depots nnd naval 
supply and repair stations in convenient 
harbors. 


Sixth.— To protect the people of Cuba 


from the experience of Haiti and S;ini«> 
Domingo, which have made no progress 
since their independence, but have nuhc-r 
gone backward in civilization and have 
become impoverished and bankrupt be- 
cause of the tyranny, dishonesty and ex- 
travagance of their governments. 


If the Cuban constitutional convention 


does not heed these sns-gtvtiuns, it is li'cc- 
ly that the senate will udd an amendment 
to the army appropriation bill in^triict- 
ing the president to insist upon sur-h con- 
cessions before permission is given tin- 
Cubans to form a government under tLt-ir 
new constitution.

on the 3'aeilic coast (-"f the island, in a 
region inhabited only by savages. Cross- 
ing over to rho capital city of the island 
during one of the long delays of Chinesa 
diplomacy, ho procured an escort of na- 
tives fro;« the archbishop of Manilla (br 
means of letters rroin American prelates 
which he had secured before leaving home), 
and, in company with his frieud Baron 
Loo. a relative of Mettcrnich, penetrated 
tho country to the asphaltic lako in which, 
tho island volcano is situated. Both gen- 
tlemen at first descended together until 
they reached a precipice overhanging tha 
cavernous Sa'-£ of tho crater, when tha 
bnron saw further progress to be impossi- 
ble, .But the doctor, in spito of the re- 
monstrances of the whole party, insisted 
upon being lowered over the ledge by 
means of a rope made of bamboos and held 
in the hands of tho natives, tinder tha 
baron's directions, until he reached tJia 
bottom, 200 feet below.
